Persons who saw the McMahon 
dolls and the many colored car- 
toons she was constantly drawing, 
had no difficulty in recognizing her 
genius. Her business sagacity, how- 
ever, seemed often faulty. She was 
involved in damage suits with San 
Francisco capitalists and their at- 
torneys who claimed she had -used 
their money for projects that nev- 
er materialized. She countered that 
the impossibility of obtaining prop- 
er materials due to the war was 
the reason for this delay. 

It was a sudden stroke on Satur- 
day that resulted in her death the 
following day at a time when her 
plans were in full swing for ex- 
pansion of her project and attain- 
ment seemed possible for the first 
time since the war. 


The personal and marital life of 
the deceased woman is not accur- 
ately known. She is supposed to 
have had two or three husbands 
before she became the wife of “Gen- 
eral McMahon”, whom she said was 
killed in action in the last war.

The suggestion to have such a 
committee, made by Councilman 
Vernon Barker, followed a discus- 
sion Tuesday night between coun- 
cilmen and Miss Clara Dills, county 
librarian. 


Miss Dills explained that at pres- 
ent the local library is poorly lo- 
cated because it is at the top of a 
flight of stairs. She said it is in 
desperate need of larger quarters, 
located on the ground floor, and 
declared: 


“We hope someone will think of 
something. We hope something 
will happen.” 


Asked if the county would build 
a library if the land were donated, 
she said she didn’t think so. She 
said a plan for library buildings 
drawn up during the war had been 
virtually abandoned because of “so 
many other county improvements.” 

The only library building built by 
the county is the one at Ravens- 
wood School. She said she didn’t 
think the supervisors would build 
libraries within an incorporated 
district. 

Mayor Charles Burgess replied,’ 
“I wouldn’t want cities discrimin- 
ated against.| Cities pay just as 
many county taxes as rural dist- 
ricts and deserve county services 
just as much.” 


Miss Dills said the county couldn’t 
give as much service to the rural 
areas as to cities. She went on to 
remark that 2,000 persons are mov- 
ing to San Mateo County every 
month, and that Menlo Park is feel- 
ing the increase just as other cities 
on the Peninsula. 

The old Menlo Theatre building 
was mentioned as a possible loca- 
tion, but it was pointed out that it 
may be used to show foreign-lang- 
uage films. The Carnegie fund was 
suggested, and Miss Dills said it was 
out of existence 20 years ago.

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Let’s Back Our Softball 


It has been brought to our attention that, with the soft- 
ball season well along, with a fine local diamond, new bleach- 
ers, and six teams engaged in a struggle for the softball 
trophy, that few of the townspeople attend the games. 


Various reasons are given, and they boil down to a lack 
of publicity and loose organization. 


The first is partly the Recorder’s fault, due to the dif- 
ficulty of finding anyone who can give the reporter a com- 
plete picture of schedules, scores and outstanding plays. We 
intend to do what we can about that. 


The second is more complicated, and overlaps the first. 
With sufficient organization, publicity would be no problem. 


One complaint is that there is no one to decide disputed 
games. 


It is suggested that a paid recreation director and a re- 
creation commission are needed. 


Mayor Burgess and Robert Rhodes, the commissioner of 
parks, however, point out that a director and a recreation 
commission would have jurisdiction, this year, over nothing 
but softball. Menlo Park’s recreational facilities don’t in- 
clude anything else. 


However, when the Dibble recreational area is finally 
declared surplus (and if the city is able to acquire it) the 
story will be different. Rhodes says that then Menlo Park 
will immediately hire a, paid recreation director and appoint 
a recreation commission. 


The highway bill recently passed by the state legislature 
will give Menlo Park more gas tax money from the state. 
This means that other city funds, until now designated for) 
street work, will by next year be available for other uses, | 
such as paying a recreation director. Also, if and when Dib- 
ble is acquired, revenue from the swimming pool and other 
facilities will help finance his wages. 


It looks 
like the best thing to do is to plan for next year. Maybe by 
then the problem will be solved, automatically. 


However, the city has done a good job of furnishing the 
present baseball facilities. The diamond is good. The new 
bleachers were just completed by Max Mielke, park superin- 
tendent, at a cost of $650. A full-time park attendant keeps 
the place in tip-top condition. It takes five hours of labor 
and more than 100 gallons of water a day. 


The boys are out there playing, and league play is draw- 
ing toaclose. Playoffs start August 5. How about some of 
the rest of us getting out there and rooting for the team we 
like?

Back of the bizarre appeals of an afternoon and evening 
of glamorous entertainment called an “Hawaiian Holiday”, 
to be staged at the Menlo Park Circus Club, a week from to- 
morrow (August 2nd); is the very serious intention to serve 
one of our valuable institutions located just “across the 
creek”. 

The fun and relaxation provided for visitors to the Ha- 
waiian affair should be all the more entertaining when one 
realizes that the time and labor devoted to its success were 
donatd by the members of the Woodside-Atherton Junior 
Auxiliary of the Stanford Convalescent Home. 

There are seven such auxiliaries in the Peninsula Coun- 
ties, each doing its share to aid this charitable institution 


where invalid children from 4 to 12 are given every possible 
opportunity to become well and strong again. 

The Home is a non-profit “sanitarium” where children 
without financial backing are cared for, yet parents who are 
financially able pay for its privileges according to their 
ability. 

The Stanford Convalescent Home was started more than 
twenty years ago when a group of Stanford men and women 
planned a much needed summer outing for little invalids from 
San Francisco who had no opportunity to make complete re- 
covery in their city environments. Its growth has been due 
ta the constant support of individuals and auxiliaries inter- 


ested in its objectives. 

The Home, with facilities for eighty children, is nearly 
always running “full capacity”. Regular teachers keep school 
sessions going, even in summer, for children of school age 
who are able to attend class,

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A Dream That Came True 


It’s just a signboard nailed on an 
eucalyptus tree growing on the 
Portola Road—‘Webb Ranch”—it 
reads, but back of that sign is the 
living story of a Dream That Came 
True. 

A search for wild strawberries is 
a joyous occasion enjoyed by adults 
and children. When the tiny patch- 
es of berries are found how tantaliz-

ing the sweet wild flavor! Enough 
to arouse a longing for a repetition 
of the treat—this often is the in- 
spiration for ventures later in life. 


This was the case of a boy from 
Texas in whose memory such hap- 
py times lingered until in 1923, he 
found his dream taking shape. After 
a long search for suitable land ond 
good climate, Georgd W. Webb lo- 
cated what he had been looking for | 
in a little valley back of the Stan-| 
ford University. 

Wild strawberries under Nature’s 
care thrive and produce, but hard 
work is needed to bring into bear- | 
ing those planted by man. Mr. Webb 
found the land he had selected in 
a@ rough, uneven condition. He 
cleared it of fences, bushes, and 
trees,. then surveyed, graded and|/ 
leveled it. He developed water by 
drilling wells and installing gaso- 
line pumps along the little San 


ley. 

Among the shade trees he built 
eabins for the, workers. These were 
added to as the need for them grew. 

To insure profitable results, it is 
essential that only the best plants 
be grown. Mr. Webb visited grow- 
ers in northern California and Ore- 
gon to study the culture of straw- 
berries and to select varieties suit- 
able for Central California. 


Planting requires experienced la- 
bor and is a tedious and expensive 
job. At the end -of two years he 
had twenty acres of sturdy plants 
that gave every indication of a pro- 
fitable yield. 

But the rains held off, the water 
lessened day by day and the plants 
suffered. By much extra labor a 
certain portion appeared able to 
survive, and all of the water was 
directed toward that end. 

Then the grasshoppers came. Out 
of the cracks and crannies of the 
parched hillsides they came and de- 
scended by the millions on that lit- 
tle green patch of strawberries. 

Every method known to agricul- 


of the original twenty pulled 
through—the rest lay ruined and 
bare. 

This was a heavy loss both in 
time and money, but Mr. Webb went 
on with his plans—this time with 
better success. A patch of straw- 
berries was alloted to a family of 
workers, who planted, cultivated, 
pruned, picked and packed the ber- 
ries for market. In time he had 
eight families working, employing 
extra help during the harvest sea- 
son. 

To combat the dangers of drought, 
he had a dam built across the creek 
to retain some of the winter’s over- 
flow. This formed a reservoir back- 
ing the water a mile up stream. 
Then electricity was run in from 
the county road and the electric 
motors and pumps greatly facili- 
tated irrigation. 

The “Banner” strawberry—red, 
luscious and tender, was found to 
be the best for local use, while the 
“Nickhoma” stood the jolting of the 
trip East much better. Of these 
two varieties about twenty thousand 
crates were shipped yearly. 

At the end of four years the prof- 
itable life of a strawberry patch is 
expended—then the land is plant- 
ed to the Ranaree Raspberry. 
Eventually there was an acreage 
that produced over twenty-five 
thousand crates of berries annually. 
Most of the berries went through 
the Pre-Cooling Plant at Sunny- 
vale, operated by the Central Cali-

of which Mr. Webb was president 
for five years. The berries were in- 
spected there, pre-cooled, placed in 
refrigerator cars and shipped by fast 
express to Chicago and New York. 


There were good years where 
there would be a profit for grower 
and worker, then a season when the 
price of berries did not pay either 
for the work or the berries. 


Aside from the hazards of weath- 
er, water and prices, there were 
problems of workers—social and 
monetary—but no detail was too 
small or adjustment too great that 
Mr. Webb did not give his whole- 
hearted attention and care. He 
earned the affection and gained the 
confidence of the wor gers. 

As the years went on this little 
valley became a picture: the long 
symmetrical rows in full bloom and 
fruitage, the busy workers attired in 
garbs of many colors and styles, 


with red berries to market. 
Everyone worked during the long 
summer days but the evenings were 
given over to lighter activities. 
Through open doors and windows, 
lights were shining. There were 
murmurs of happy voices, bursts of 
musical laughter. Spanish love 
songs, sweet and haunting, accom- 
panied by the inevitable guitar were 
wafted on the soft evening air. 
Thus a boy’s thoughts matured 
and resulted in supplying delicious 
berriés to countless multitudes, in 
giving home and employment to 
hundreds of workers and proving 
that—Dreams Do Come True.

prices paid by the water company. 
In 1941 water sales amounted to 
$211,545. In 1946 the total was 
$344,856, an increase of 63 per cent. 
In 1941 the cost of water purchased 
for resale was $17,527, in 1946 it 
was $88,891, this increase absorbing 
more than half of the gain in gross 
revenue. 1941 taxes of $31,021 com- 
pared with $59,815 in 1946. Net earn- 
ings of $104,881 in 1941 compared

with $114,817 in 1946, but fixed cap- 
ital in service had increased from 
$1,666,000 to $1,982,000. Because of 
higher costs of replacements and 
extensions, higher wage and salary 
scales, and San Francisco’s unreas- 
onably high charge for wholesale 
water, there does not now appear 
to be a basis for requesting lower 
water rates in Menlo Park, 
Perhaps indirectly we may con- 
sider that we have had a water rate 
reduction in Menlo Park. The dol- 
lar now has a purchasing power of 
a prewar forty, fifty or sixty cents 
in most commodities, but this de- 
oreciated dollar still buys as much 
water as it did then. 

Next week we will discuss the 
pros and cons of public ownership 
of the local water system.

“A late summer trip to Alaska, 
planned by members of the House; 
and Senate special newsprint com- 
mittees, may forecast early govern- 
ment action on a long-term pro- 
gram. 

Consumption of newsprint in the 
United States currently totals about | 
4,000,000 tons, of which 80 percent | 
is imported. It has been estimated , 
that an annual supply of 6,000,000 
tons would be needed to meet the 
full demand. 


Although expansion of pulpwood 
production in the southern states 
may come on a considerable scale, 
some experts claim adequacy of| 
supply is impossible without the 
establishment of newsprint mills in 
Alaska. If all goes well, Alaska by 
the early 1950’s will be producing 
500,000 tons of newsprint annually, |
